The killing of a large num ber 
of 
squirrels from governm ent ground has 
occasioned 
a g re a t 
deal 
of annoy­ 
ance to those in charge of the N a­ 
tional Park and 
efforts are 
being 
made in some way to prevent the con­ 
tinued slaughter which is made pos­ 
sible by the anim als leaving the p ro p ­ 
erty of the P ark Commission in search 
of water. 
The long continued droug ht 
took 
from the squirrels 
some 
of 
their 
w atering places on the battlefield and 
they were forced to look elsewhere 
for their 
supply. 
In their 
search 
they found small ponds nearby 
and 
daily went there to drink. 
U n fo rtu ­ 
nately, this was discovered and, when 
the squirrel season opened, residents 
went there and 
simply waited witn 
gun in hand until 
the 
little 
gray 
creatures appeared. 
Then they blaz­ 
ed aw ay and in a short tim e had the 
six allowed by the law and left to re­ 
turn the next day. 
It is said that, from the Culp’s Hill 
section alone, no less than fifty or six­ 
ty squirrels have been killed in this 
way, and th a t is a goodly proportion 
of all the gam e on the one side of the 
hill. 
Ju s t how' the slaughter is to be pre- 


J vented is not known, unless the h u n t­ 
ers themselves frighten off the squir 
re!* by their continual shooting. 
As 
i the killing is not done on governm ent 
ground it is 
regarded 
as doubtful 
whetheg the Park Commission contu 
u k e ! legs) Steps, even though tftes 
mi gift claim ownership of the anim als. 
But dwhtrship over gam e m ight also 
1 be dIffiest to claim.

In view of the g reat care exercised 
j in preserving game on the battlefield, 
the efforts to provide the 
squirrels 
with food all winter long when snow 
cuts off their source of Supply, ans 
other means to stock the battlefield 
with the pretty animals, it would seem 
a pity that they are being wiped out 
in such wholesale fashion.

Confederate Veteran Dies at Mt. St. 


M ari's wtiere he Had Taubgt for 


Forty Five Years. Life of 6reat 


Activities. 


Dr. E rn est Lagarde, tor 45 years 
professor of 
English literature and 
modern 
languages at Mt. St. Mary's 
College, Em m itsburg, died Sunday a f ­ 
ter a brief illness. 
Prof. Lagarde 
was born at New 
Orleans, and w as of historic French 
origin, his father having served as an 
officer of the arm y of the first Napol­ 
eon. 
He was educated at College Hill, 
Mass., and a t the University of Louis­ 
iana. 
He received the degree of LL.D. 
from Georgetown University. 
During the Civil W ar he served in 
the Confederate A rm y as a memoer 
of the Crescent 
Regiment 
of 
New 
Orleans. 
A fter the war he engaged 
in 
various 
new spaper 
enterprises, 
editing the W hig 
and the 
Age 
in 
Richmond, Va., and subsequently was 
associate editor of the Magnate, the 
Mirror, the Courier and the Bee, 
ali 
of New Orleans. 
Later 
he became 
professor 
of 
English literature and 
modern languages at Mu St. M ary’s 
College in 1869. 
Professor Lagarde was married 
in 
1861 
to 
Ixonia Lafforgue, 
of New 
Orleans, who survives him together 
with three sons, E rnest, of Jamaica. 
Louis, of New Orleans, and John IL, 
of Anniston, Ala., and one daughter, 
Alice, wife of Chevalier Ferrata. 
He was a member of the Sens of the 
Revolution, and 
of the United Con 
federate Veterans. 
His funeral will be held from the 
college church Tuesday morning at 9 
o'clock.

Yeggmen early in the m oining broke 
into the store of P. M. W ingert, 
at 
Grantham,which is also the postoffice, 
dynamited the safe, and escaped with 
over $200 in 
money 
and 
stamps. 
Grantham is located on the Reading 
railroad 
between 
Gettysburg 
and 
Harrisburg 
Notification 
has been sent to the 
State police headquarters and it was 
expected that several officers would 
begin the work of trailing the men. 
A meagre description is at hand, it is 
said, and with these, efforts will be 
made to locate the men. 
Residents of the town heard a muf­ 
fled report. 
A train was passing at 
the time bound 
toward 
Harrisburg 
and this partially concealed the noise 
of the explosion. 
D. O. Shelly, who 
lives near, said he heard a team drive 
away shortly afterward but at the 
time paid no attention as he believed 
it was 
only persons returning from 
a party 
which had 
been 
held that 
night. 
Entrance had been made by break­ 
ing a rear 
window of the store and 
unlatching the window. 
After entering, the men had gone 
to the safe, located in the rear of the 
store, and after muffling it with bian- 
ets and sacks 
which 
were in 
the 
store, had exploded a big charge of 
what is believed to have been dyna^ 
mite. 
When discovered the safe was 
a total wreck, the entire front door 
being blown to bits, the only part re­ 
maining intact being a thin sheet of 
steel which was easily pried aside. 
The 
interior 
compartments 
had 
been broken open by means of chis­ 
els and a hammer which were left 
behind by the men in their flight, and 
about $50 in money with all of the 
su m p s 
had 
been 
taken. 
These 
amounted to about $150. 
In addition 
considerable damage 
was caused to 
the store, articles being broken by tile 
explosion and the large plate 
glass 
window in front being shattered.

Petrograd, Oct. 26. — Abandoning 
their wounded, with gun* and trams 
ports, the beaten 
German army in

The Germans not only found them 
selves unable to withstand the fierce 
Russian frontal attacks, but if they 
had not retreated they would 
have 
found themselves outflanked. 
The Russian commanders have out 
general led the Germans and the Rus­ 
sian soldier has outfought the Gorman 
soldier.

Then came the Russian 
attack and the Germans went reeling 
hack.

Iii view- of business conditions In the 
United States American business men 
learn with interest that the British 
government wants to have the london 
Stock E xchange reopened as soon as 
possible. 
Its views iii that connection 
are being made a subject of confer­ 
ences in Washington with Sir George 
Paish and Basil B. Blackett, the rep­ 
resentatives of the British chancellor 
of the exchequer now in Washington. 
with the idea that the discussion may 
lead to consideration of the ow ning of 
American exchanges. 
From w hat was said in well inform­ 
ed quarters tile impression was obtain­ 
ed that the m atter would be taken up 
with a view to an arrangem ent for 
the synchronous opening of the l o n ­ 
don and New York Stock Exchanges

British view is that if exchanges en 
loth aides of tile Atlantic are reojicu- 
cd the tendency will be to restore nor­ 
mal conditions, and that this will be 
particularly true with regard to deal­ 
ings Iii cotton. 
Conferences over the international 
financial and business situation were 
held between the two British Anam btl 
exjMTtM. President Wilson. Secretary 
McAdoo and the members of the Fed­ 
eral reserve board.

With $ I.AWO,000.000 of gold In the 
federal treasury and about $3U0.OiM*.nOO 
more Iii the banks of this country, the 
British government does uot under­ 
stand wily there should be any diffi­ 
culty on the part of tile United States 
In paving the balances against it In the 
British possessions. The Bank of Eng­ 
land. 
with a comparatively smaller 
store of gold. Is handling greater tin in* 
elal problems, according to tile British 
representatives 
The balance a ga lust 
the United States In favor of the Brit­ 
ish Isles amounts to between flit sn SSL­ 
CX JO and $230,000,000. this being tile es­ 
tim ate of Sir George Palsb. and the 
British government and financiers find 
it difficult to see why. with ail the gold 
that there is a t hand. these obligations 
should not lie liquidated easily with­ 
out detrim ent to tiiuince in this coun­ 
try. 
Objections to th# British Plan. 
The United States authorities answer 
this argum ent with the statem ent ttiat 
While the United States ti is this large 
gold reserve there are obstacles w hich 
n iii m ake It very difficult to attem pt 
to settle the entire balance iii the 
metal. 
The argum ent has been advanced to 
Sir George and Mr. Blackett that the 
gold reserve In the treasury is not 
available for this use, that it is stan d­ 
ing against gold certificates which are 
in circulation und that the only way 
iii w hich it could be used would be to 
acquire a sufficient number of tile cer­ 
tificates 
Furthermore, the New York 
banks, upon which London draw s la 
exchange, have no gold to spare, their 
reserve already having been depleted 
to a considerable extent.

ami to have alapi*ed the face of a 
nurse who was in tile office of lier 
husband at one time.

mated by an Indictment alleging mur­ 
der in tile first degree.

The present crisis 
will 
force them to use the home 
grown drug plants. The Increase 
In price will make it profitable 
for groNvers to study the market 
and seek to supply it. Our drug 
manufacturers must cut loose 
from European methods aud de­ 
velop their own supplies. 
Tile bureau of plant industry 
of the department of agriculture 
has been studying the subject 
and Is ready to advise with 
farmers who are interested iu 
the new market. 
A byproduct 
crop that is worth many mil­ 
lions should not he ignored nor 
ieft to the importers to feast 
upon.—Country Gentleman.
